Bert D. Mason was held for No­ 
vember court on a charge of m ur­ 
der, following a hearing this a ft­ 
ernoon before Justice of the Peace 
John C. Shealer. Seven witnesses, 
including Trooper Hoehreiter, tes­ 
tified. Mason was returned to the 
county jail, where he is being held 
without bail. 


A charge of m urder was lodged 
against Bert DeLancey Mason, 17- 
year-old CCC enrollee, this after­ 
noon at 1:30 o’clock before Justice 
of the Peace John C. Shealer by 
Trooper John L. Hoehreiter, of the 
local sub-station of the state police. 
Mason is charged with the killing of 
Nathaniel 
Sprowal, 
19, 
Philadel­ 
phia, during a fight a t CCC camp, 
No. I, Wednesday afternoon. 
Sprowal died a half hour after he 
had been struck on the left temple 
with a brick th a t police say Mason 
has adm itted aiming a t the victim. 
Sprowal died as he was being adm it­ 
ted to the Annie M. W arner hos­ 
pital, 
An autopsy performed later 
in the evening revealed th a t death 
had resulted from a fracture of the 
skull. 
Mason was brought to the office of 
the 
local 
justice 
and after 
the 
charge had been laid, the negro was 
given an Immediate hearing. Six fel­ 
low enrollees at the CCC cam p had 
been subpoenaed by the police to ap­ 
pear at the hearing. 
Mason has 
been a prisoner a t the county jail 
since his arrest a short time after 
Sprowal's death.

George Boyer Aughinbaugh, 5(, 
high constable of Gettysburg, a for 
n er Adams county auditor and r 
member of the Gettysburg borough 
police force for more than 15 years, 
died suddenly of a heart attack 
Wednesday evening at 6 o’clock in 
Williamsport as he prepared to re­ 
turn to Gettysburg after marching 
in the parade at the annual state 
firemen’s convention. 
A few minutes before he was. 
stricken, he had been conversing 
with Burgess Wilbur J. Stallsmith, 
Officer Charles W. Culp, Jr. and 
Harry J. Troxeil, who were to ride 
with Mr. Aughinbaugh on the re­ 
turn trip to Gettysburg in Burgess 
Stallsmith’s 
car. 
As he 
walked 
along the side of a garage near the 
Elks hotel, where the Gettysburg 
delegation had convention head­ 
quarters, the local officer collapsed 
on the sidewalk and was dead when 
his companions reached him. 
A physician was summoned but 
could do nothing except confirm the 
death. 
Took P art in Parade 
The heart attack occurred only a 
short time after Mr. Aughinbaugh 
and his companions had completed 
a five-mile march in the convention 
parade. The local officer appeared 
to be in excellent spirits and usual 
health at the conclusion of the pa­ 
rade and had walked to the Elks* 
hotel to secure the suitcases of the 
four local men. 
The valises had 
already been placed in the Stall- 
smith car which was being driven 
along side of the garage when Mr. 
Aughinbaugh’s death occurred. 
The body was removed to the

office spokesman said, ‘if one con­ 
siders frankly the expressed disil­ 
lusionm ent over the fact th a t the 
cause of the Spanish popular front 
--despite support given it—Is not 
n .aking the m ilitary progress hoped 
for in Moscow.” 
A spokesman expressed the fo r­ 
eign office's view as believing that 
the powers had at last been suc­ 
cessful in 
localizing the Spanish 
conflict, but th a t Moscow’s move, 
‘■which thinly veiled a threat 
of 
official intervention in Spain,” cre­ 
ated danger of the very complica­ 
tions 
which the non-intervention 
agreem ent was designed to prevent 
A spokesman expressed astonish­ 
m ent that, the soviet union, “of all 
powers, “should feel itself compe­ 
ten t to appear in the role of a de- 
rouncer.
